Says Some Price* Will 


Climb, But Runaway 


Hikes to Stop 


Washington, Jury 27—(AP) — 


OPA administrator Paul A. Por- 
ter predicted today the new price 
law will "prevent 
runaway in- 


flation" but 
warned that 
some 


prices—particularly of clothing— 
are going to climb. 


While 
his 
re-born 
agency 


scrambled to issue 30 to 40 new 
price increase orders on top of 
yesterday's 143, Porter appealed 
in an address prepared for broad- 
cast (ABC), for consumer help in 
enforcing the OPA act. 


The law "authorizes price in- 


creases that "neither you nor X 
would like to see," he said, "^ut 
it will provide a real measure of 
protection for millions of Ameri- 
cans who simply have no reserves 
with which to ride out an infla- 
tionary storm. 


"When prices and rents went on 


vacation a month ago, they gave 
us a taste of what a serious infla- 
tion might be like. 


"We're more determined than 


ever to prevent inflation in the 
year ahead. 


Must Work Together 


"x x x If ve work and fight 


together, all of us—businessmen, 
farmers, housewives and workers 
—I think there's a good chance 
the history book will chalk up 
1&46 as the year in which infla- 
tion stuck its tail between its legs 
and started to slink away." 


Lacking control over raw cot- 


ton, and noA- required to pass 
along to the consumer any rise in 
costs of cotton or woolen material, 
price men said privately that they 
foresaw cost-of-living trouble.

As You Go" Taxes 


Long Beac, Calif., July 27—(AP) 


—Gov. Dwight H." Green of Illi- 
nois 'told the annual Illinois pic- 
nic today that "the future pros- 
perity of this nation demands that 
its national government speedily 
get back on a pay-as-you-go ba- 
sis." 


"It is not my purpose here to 


debate the congress or the na- 
tional administration for our huge 
federal expenditures," the Repub- 
lican executive said in an address 
prepared for delivery this after- 
noon. 


"I want to warn

present high cost of living and the

production and prosperity

Suggests Massacre 
Georgia Negroes 
'Rehearsed Affair' 


Monroe, Ga., July 27—(AP)—A 


suggestion that the bloody mas- 
sacre of four Negroes near here 
was a "rehearsed affair" came to- 
day from the head of the Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation. 


Major William E. Spence of the 


GBI. said: 


"It looks like it was a rehearsed 


affair. It looks like it might have 
been planned since the Negro was 
first confined to jail.' ' 


He referred to Roger Malcolm, 


27-year-old Negro who had made 
bond on a charge of stabbing his 
employer, a white man. Malcolm 
his wife, and George Dorsey and 
his wife were the mob's victims. 


Although an announcement from 


Washington said the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation 
would in- 


vestigate the case for the civil 
"rights section of the Justice de- 
partment, and assistant district 
attorney said: 


"So far it seems to be a state 


case." 


The attorney, Jack Gautier of 


Macon, said he came here to try 
to determine if there had been 
any violation of civil rights cover- 
ed by federal statute.

ing waa related by Roy Harrison, a 
well-to-do farmer who was held at 
gun point by the mob. He was 
taking the four Negroes to his 
farm to work after getting Mal- 
colm out on bond. 


Counted Out Volleys 


Harrison said the band of 20 


armed and unmasked men which 
waylaid them was led by a "tall, 
dignified white man" who counted 
"one, two, three" as three 'volleys 
were fired into the Negroes, lined 
up abreast. 


The mob, he said, first took the 


Negro men out of the car and 
bound their arms behind them. 
Then, when one of the women rec- 
ognized a member of the mob, 
several men came and took them 
too. he said. 


"I didn't have anything but a 


pocket 
knife." 
Harrison 
said. 


"What could I do?" 


He made his way to a store 


about two miles away and called 
the sheriff. Then the bullet rid- 
dled bodies were found in a clump 
of bushes beside the sideroad. 


The Negro women were sisters. 


Dorsey's mother said he had just 
been discharged from the Army, 
and saw overseas duty in North 
Africa and Australia.

ther his career."

He 
added that he believed his father 
had not asked Rep. Andrew May 
(D-Ky) to use his influence, ex- 
cept when he faced a court mar- 
tial in France for disobedience ot 
a command. A military court con- 
victed him but recommended le- 
niency.

Jewish Policy Remains In- 


definite; Await Paris 


Meeting 


Paris, July 27.—(AP)—Well in- 


formed Jewish sources said today 
that the immediate admission of 
100,000 Jews to Palestine appar- 
ently would be the price for any 
Jewish acceptance of a British- 
American cabinet committee plan 
for partition of the Holy Land. 


Jewish policy will not be deter- 


mined until the Jewish agency 
executive meets in Paris Monday, 
but these sources expressed be- 
lief the future of the partition 
plan was largely contingent on a 
parallel acceptance of the speedy 
immigration for 100.0000 refugees 
from Europe, as originally rec- 
ommended by the official British- 
United States committee of in- 
quiry last April 30.

between Secretary of State Byrnes 
and Russian Foreign Minister Mol- 
otov over Soviet 
reparation de- 


mands on Hungary. 


The United States is insisting 


that a new economic deal m Hun- 
gary is essential to establishment 
of a firm peace in Europe. It has 
protested strongly Red army seiz- 
ures of Hungarian foodstuffs and 
Soviet removals of Hungarian fac- 
tories as well as current industrial 
production, contending the result 
is economic chaos in the Balkan 
nation. 


The protest, made public by the 


state department last night, high- 
lights the difficulties confronting 
Byrnes as he sets out today for 
Paris and the 21-nation confer- 
ence, opening Monday, which will 
write peace treaties for the for- 
mer enemy states of Hungary, It- 
aly, Bulgaria, Romania and fin- 
land. 


In Byrnes' plane party were 


Mrs. Byrnes, Assistant Secretary 
of State and Mrs. Will Clayton, 
State department counselor Ben 
Cohen and Byrnes' secretary, Miss 
Cassie Connor. 


Reviews Projects 


Byrnes briefly reviewed some of 


his Paris projects at a news con- 
ference. He said that he planned 
on Monday to confer with the 
three American members of a 
joint Anglo-American committee 
on Palestine. 
The aim is to fix 


American policy on the commit- 
tee's proposal for partitioning Pal- 
estine between Jews and Arabs in 
connection with the plan for im- 
migration of 100,000 Jews. 


It was learned from informed 


persons that the British are ready 
to accept the principle of the im- 
mediate immigration- of 100,000 
Jews, as urged by Mr. Truman, 
but feel the project cannot be car- 
ried out until after further con- 
ferences with Jewish 
and Arab 


leaders. 


On another aspect of his Paris 


mission, Byrnes said that he ex-

withdrawn from Italy within 90

Facts Concerning Three 


Murders May be Made 


Known on Tuesday 


Chicago, July 27—(AP)--Mai- 


achy Coghlan, attorney for Wil- 
liam Heirens, said today that the 
youth would offer to submit to 
State's Attorney William J. Tuohy 
confessions of the kidnap-slaying- 
of Suzanne Degnan, the "lipstick" 
slaying of Frances BrowA and the 
fatal stabbing of Mrs. Josephine 
Ross. 


"The defense feels that the time 


has come for Heirens to make 
known by confession to the state's 
attorney the facts of the various 
crimes charged agsdnst him." 


Coghlan was asked whether the 


confession would include the slay- 
ing of Mrs. Josephine Ross, a 
killing of which the youth, has 
not been charged but reported to 
have confessed orally to his attor- 
neys. 


"There is no need to quibble 


ahout the number of homicides," 
he replied. "There are three. They 
are the -Degnan girl, the ex-WAVE, 
Miss Brown and Mrs. Josephine 
Ross." 


"The defense will make known 


its position to the state's attorney 
probably Tuesday, and will sub- 
mit to any procedure he sub- 
scribes." 


Discussed Case With Parents 
The youth, the attorney con- 


firmed, discussed the three slay- 
ingg at a conference in the county 
jail yesterday with his parents and 
lawyers.

In the slaying- 
of Miss Brown, 33-year-old former 
WAVE, the state's attorney said 
his fingerprint had been found on 
the door of her bathroom. 


George Subgrunski ,a witness, 


also came forward in the Degnan 
case, identifying Heirens

Mrs. Ross' throat had 
been slashed.

Short Political History 


Originally, an ambitious candi- 


date was a man in a white toga 
who went about looking for votes 


We are indebted for that ap- 


parently extraneous definition to 
the Book of Knowledge, a familiar 
work which has nourished the 
minds of generations of inquisi- 
tive American 
youngsters, and 


which can still reward the adult 
with 
considerable 
information. 


And we mention it here because all 
of us probably get to thinking, at 
one time or another, that politi- 
cians are as variable as politics. 


Candidate comes from the Latin 


candidus, which means gleaming, 
white or spotless. (It is also the 
root of our word candid, which 
many people seldom associate with 
candidates). 
Ambitious is from 


the Latin verb 
ambire, 
which 


means to go about—especially to 
go about in search of votes. 


The Roman office-seeker used 


to wear a gleaming, white spot- 
less toga when he went election- 
eering. But apparently this toga 
often went to the laundry in a 
sorry state at the end of a hard 
day's campaigning. 
For Roman 


voters had a forthright way of ex- 
pressing disapproval of a candi- 
date's record, promises, political 
affiliations and general qualifica- 
tions. 


The candidate had to meet the 


people face to face in the Forum. 
Not foj him was the safety of the 
broadcasting studio. 
He had to 


learn to take it, and what he took 
was not infrequently a barrage of 
eggs and vegetables past their 
prime, or a handful of mud from 
tlie gutter. 


Yet this threat of popular dis- 


pleasure did not always impel Ro- 
man politicians to careers as pure 
and spotless as their early-morn- 
ing togas. By the time the Re- 
public was nearing the end of its 
days, says the Book of Knowledge, 
fraud, vote-stealing and the rig- 
ging1 of elections had become a 
political fine art. 


Without cynical 
intention, 
it 


plight be suggested that one of the 
major changes in political tech- 
nique through the centuries is that 
the 
ambitious 
candidate 
has 


learned the defensive value of try- 
ing to beat the opposition to the 
punch by slinging the first hand- 
ful of mud himself. The change is 
relatively minor, and the ethical 
advancement is questionable. 


Political issues are constantly, 


inevitably changing, since they re- 
flect the day-to-day events which 
make up history. But the relation

Recent tests showed that 
at 50 percent relative humidity 
potato chips in a paper box re- 
mained crisp and tasty for 41i 
days—nearly 30 percent longer 
than those in the next most effi- 
cient package. 


Even' at 70 percent 
relative 


humidity the chips retained their 
freshness for more than three 
months.
